This  Annual  Report  of  The  Board  records 
another  year  of  achievement. 

With  more  than  9,000  members,  we  are 
the  second  largest  Board  of  Trade  in  the 
Commonwealth.  We  fully  appreciate, 
however,  that  there  is  no  merit  in  size 
alone,  but  rather  we  would  hope  that 
this  is  an  indication  that  we  enjoy  the 
confidence  of  the  business  community, 
and  that  by  virtue  of  (his  practical 
support  Idle  Board  is  enabled  to  make 
an  increasing  contribution  to  the  welfare 
of  this  metropolitan  area,  to  the  Province 
of  Ontario,  to  Canada,  and  the  Common¬ 
wealth.

The  annual  conduct  of  surveys  of  clerical 
salaries  and  summer  vacation  plant  shut¬ 
downs,  with  a  compilation,  analysis  and  distribu¬ 
tion  to  members  of  the  data  secured  .  .  .  undertaking 
for  the  first  time  a  survey  of  executive  com¬ 
pensation,  this  initial  approach  being  restricted 
to  the  fields  of  manufacturing  and  wholesaling 
.  .  .  tours  of  the  Toronto  Harbour  area  and  of 
the  general  Metropolitan  region,  and  a  5-day 
trip  through  the  St.  Lawrence  Seaway  system, 
to  acquaint  members  with  the  extent  and  nature 
of  recent  developments  .  .  .  preliminary  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  first  of  a  series  of  overseas  tours, 
to  Japan,  Hong  Kong  and  Hawaii  in  the  Fall  of 
1960  .  .  .  representation  on  a  special  mission  to 
Liverpool  and  the  planning  of  a  return  visit  of 
Liverpool  businessmen  to  Toronto  for  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  mutually  beneficial  relations  .  .  .  rendering 
assistance  to  various  groups,  missions  and 
individuals  visiting  Toronto  for  the  purpose  of 
trade  development  .  .  .  the  appointment  of 
delegates  to  attend  the  20th  Congress  of  the 
Federation  of  Commonwealth  Chambers  of 
Commerce  in  Australia  in  April,  1960.

Education  Day,  involving  visits  of  secondary 
school  teachers  to  industrial  and  commercial 
establishments  on  March  16th  and  a  return  visit 
of  businessmen  to  the  schools  on  March  24th  .  .  . 
sponsorship  of  the  Canadian  Chamber  of  Commerce 
radio  series  “I  Speak  for  Freedom”  over  two 
Toronto  radio  stations  .  .  .  collaboration  with  the 
Canadian  Red  Cross  Society  in  the  conduct  of  a 
blood  donor  clinic  in  the  Board’s  premises  as 
a  convenience  to  downtown  office  workers  .  .  .  the 
conduct  of  a  dinner-meeting  to  enable  members 
to  hear  The  Honourable  Henry  Kearns,  United 
States  Assistant  Secretary  of  Commerce,  speak  on 
U.S. -Canadian  trade  relations. 

Acting  as  sponsor  of  exploratory  meetings 
respecting  the  establishment  of  a  Toronto  Area 
Research  Council  and  subsequently  agreeing  to 
assume  administrative  responsibilities  for  the 
continuing  work  of  this  body  .  .  .  taking  preliminary 
steps  for  the  creation  of  an  International  Trade 
Department  of  the  Board  to  be  concerned  with 
increasingly  important  problems  of  foreign  trade 
and  commercial  relations  .  .  .  active  participation 
in  1959  Annual  Meeting  of  Canadian  Chamber 
of  Commerce  held  in  Toronto  and,  as  host 
organization,  extending  hospitality  to  delegates 
attending  from  all  parts  of  Canada  .  .  .  initiating 
studies  of  the  feasibility  of  acquiring  golf  and 
country  club  facilities  for  the  use  of  Board 
members. 


The  conduct  of  the  Annual  Dinner  of  the 
Board,  a  major  event  in  the  business  life  of  the 
community,  with  1200  members  in  attendance, 
including  many  distinguished  guests,  and  with 
The  Right  Honourable  Reginald  Maudling,  M.P., 
President  of  the  British  Board  of  Trade,  as  guest 
of  honour  and  speaker  .  .  .  re-examination  of  the 
Board’s  staff  pension  plan  and  adoption  of  a 
revised  plan  incorporating  features  in  keeping 
with  today’s  requirements  and  practices  .  .  .  deal¬ 
ing  with  trade  and  miscellaneous  enquiries 
from  all  parts  of  the  world  and  supplying  data, 
literature  and  advice  in  response  thereto  .  .  .  issue 
to  interested  members  of  rulings  of  the  City  of 
Toronto  Department  of  Buildings  and 
Development  dealing  with  new  construction 
materials  and  techniques  .  .  .  assistance  in  briefing 
newly-appointed  foreign  service  officers  of  the 
Department  of  Citizenship  and  Immigration  about 
Toronto  as  a  destination  for  immigrants  .  .  .  certi¬ 
fication  of  export  documents  as  to  country  of 
origin  of  goods  being  exported.

Journal,  a  full-scale  monthly  periodical  averaging 
70  pages  per  issue  which  is  mailed  to  the  home  of 
each  member,  supplying  him  with  information

ing  40-year  members  by  the  award  of  engraved 
plaques  and  those  holding  membership  continuously 
for  25  years  or  more  by  the  issue  of  special  gold-

Activities  of  the  Board  pertaining  to 


The  Board  of  Trade,  wielding 
its  influence  as  a  constructive 
force,  has  promoted  Toronto's 
commercial  activities  and 
general  wellbeing  since  its 
organization  in  1844,  ten 
years  after  Toronto  was  in¬ 
corporated  as  a  city.  In  that 
intervening  decade  Toronto 
had  increased  its  population 
from  four  thousand  to  twenty 
thousand. 

The  Board  was  formed  to 
deal  with  a  host  of  civic 
problems  in  an  impartial, 
practical  and  constructive 
manner.  Many  of  these  had 
to  do  with  trade  practices, 
civic  improvements,  taxation 
and  transportation  in  a  com¬ 
munity  newly  carved  out  of 
virgin  forest. 

Throughout  its  long  history 
the  Board  has  faced  squarely 
the  civic  issues  with  which 
it  has  been  confronted,  taking 
a  strong  stand  to  protect  the 
interests  of  taxpaying  citizens 
and  promote  lawful  trade  and 
commerce.  Local  problems 
were  in  abundance,  yet  many 
originated  far  beyond  the 
borders  of  Toronto.  The 
breadth  and  complexity  of 
national  and  international 
issues  seemed  not  to  overawe 
the  Toronto  Board;  in  fact 


The  primary  objective  of  the  Board  is  to  create  and  preserve  conditions 
in  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  area  which  will  be  conducive  to  healthy 
growth  and  will  ensure  a  community  functioning  soundly  in  all  its  parts. 
Brief  references  follow  to  some  of  the  more  important  of  the  Board’s 
civic  interests  during  the  past  year. 

OFFICIAL  PLAN 

Long  an  advocate  of  the  creation  of  an  Official  Plan  to  guide  the 
development  ot  the  Metropolitan  region,  the  Board  offered  its  con¬ 
gratulations  to  the  Planning  Board  upon  its  release  of  a  most  compre¬ 
hensive  draft  Plan  early  in  1960,  and  immediately  undertook  a  detailed 
study  of  the  document.  It  is  expected  that  an  extensive  commentary, 
based  upon  this  study,  will  be  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  authorities 
concerned. 

Paralleling  this  work,  attention  is  being  given  to  “The  Changing 
(  ity”,  the  provocative  report  prepared  by  the  City  of  Toronto  Planning 
Board  after  a  survey  of  the  problems  to  be  faced  in  the  area’s  urban 
core. 

LEGISLATION  GOVERNING  BUILDINGS 

A  brief  was  submitted  to  the  Toronto  City  Council  in  February 
urging  discontinuance  of  the  practice  of  authorizing  the  granting  of 
applications  for  building  construction  known  to  violate  the  city’s  zoning 
legislation.  In  the  Board’s  view  the  whole  system  of  controls  over 
structural  development  is  thereby  weakened.  It  advocated  rigid 
adherence  to  the  legally  available  procedures  for  dealing  with  minor 
variances,  and  that  situations  outside  this  category  be  considered  only 
in  terms  of  by-law  amendment. 

The  Board  continues  its  interest  in  work  which  is  proceeding  to 
establish  a  uniform  Building  Code  throughout  the  Metropolitan  area 
and  is  assisting  in  bringing  the  revisions  proposed  to  the  attention  of  the 
trades  concerned. 

TRAFFIC  AND  PARKING 

In  various  ways,  notably  through  its  activity  in  the  Metropolitan 
Toronto  Traffic  Conference,  the  Board  pays  close  attention  to  the  City’s 
traffic  and  parking  problems. 

In  February  a  brief  was  submitted  to  the  City  Council  reviewing 
at  length  the  relationship  between  the  Toronto  Parking  Authority  and 
private  parking  interests  and  recommending  a  greater  collaboration 
between  the  two  in  master-planning  to  meet  total  requirement.  The 
Board  also  recommended  payment  of  equitable  rentals  by  the  Authority 
on  city-owned  lands  it  uses,  and  that  the  Authority  be  not  empowered 
to  engage  in  the  provision  of  commercial  office  space  as  an  adjunct  to 
structures  built  for  parking  purposes. 

THE  WATERFRONT 

A  prime  mover  in  waterfront  planning  forty  years  ago  and  always 
an  ardent  advocate  of  the  preservation  and  optimum  usage  of  our 
valuable  lake  frontage,  the  Board  is  keeping  closely  in  touch  with  current 
studies  ot  this  area  and  proposed  works  in  or  affecting  it.  Concern  is 
also  felt  about  the  pollution  of  the  lake  waters,  and  attention  is  being 
given  to  its  cause  and  the  corrective  measures  being  adopted. 

PARKS  AND  OPEN  SPACE 

I  he  Board  s  support  in  principle  of  the  ten-year  program  of  works 
ad  vocated  by  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  and  Region  Conservation 
Authority  has  been  registered  with  the  Metropolitan  and  Ontario 
Governments.  I  he  plan  provides  for  a  major  system  of  controls  which 
will  not  only  afford  protection  against  flood  danger  but  will  also  result 
in  the  creation  and  preservation  of  open  space  for  recreational  purposes. 


TORONTO 


Support  has  also  been  given  to  a  parks  plan  which  has  been  developed 
for  Etobicoke  I  ownship,  and  the  adoption  of  an  adequate  system  for 
their  administration  has  been  advocated. 

The  Metropolitan  Council,  on  recommendation  of  the  Board, 
appointed  landscape  architects  to  design  a  decorative  treatment  for 
University  Avenue  for  implementation  when  subway  construction  is 
completed. 

SERVICES 

Although  the  Board  was  unsuccessful  in  its  efforts  to  have  the  Post 
Office  Department  adopt  a  districting  system  for  the  Metropolitan  area 
which  would  retain  the  name ‘Toronto’  in  postal  addresses,  progress  has 
been  made  in  ensuring  the  definition  and  naming  of  postal  districts  to 
conform  with  the  actual  planning  districts  established  by  the  Metro¬ 
politan  planning  authorities. 

In  the  interests  of  sightliness,  the  Board  has  explored  the  practic¬ 
ability  of  adopting  a  long-term  plan  to  put  hydro  and  telephone  wiring 
underground  throughout  the  area.  While  it  is  felt  that  progress  toward 
this  end  can  be  made  in  newly-developing  areas,  it  is  difficult  in  older 
sections  of  the  city  because  of  the  extremely  high  costs  involved. 

REDEVELOPMENT 

Social  and  economic  factors  make  it  essential  that  the  most  thorough 
studies  be  undertaken  of  some  parts  of  the  city’s  core  to  determine  a 
policy  for  their  redevelopment  or  rehabilitation.  This  question  has 
received  much  attention  by  the  Board,  but  action  was  deferred  when  it 
appeared  that  a  comprehensive  approach  was  contemplated  under  the 
city’s  own  auspices.  The  Board  was  able,  however,  to  render  advisory 
assistance  in  the  formation  of  the  Redevelopment  Advisory  Council  for 
the  City  of  Toronto,  a  group  of  outstanding  business  and  financial 
leaders  who  will  counsel  the  city  on  redevelopment  problems  and 
generally  act  to  promote  an  integrated  and  forward-looking  plan  of  urban 
renewal. 

TORONTO  AIRPORT 

Foreseeing  the  inevitable  growth  of  importance  of  Toronto  as  an 
services  centre,  the  Board  has  consistently  urged  the  expansion  and 
modernization  of  the  airport  facilities  at  Malton.  Plans  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Transport  for  a  new  terminal  were  endorsed  by  the  Board 
subject  to  minor  changes  which  have  now  been  incorporated,  and  work 
is  proceeding.  Of  equal  importance  to  the  terminal  facilities  themselves 
is  the  adequacy  of  highway  access  to  them,  and  again  the  Board  has 
pressed  for  years  for  the  establishment  of  a  roads  system  commensurate 
with  foreseeable  needs.  Representations  have  been  made  to  the 
authorities  concerned  and  their  active  collaboration  has  been  assured. 

THE  EXHIBITION 

As  a  feature  ol  major  consequence  in  this  community,  the  functions 
of  the  Canadian  National  Exhibition  are  of  obvious  concern  to  the  Board, 
and  it  has  for  some  time  been  perturbed  by  adverse  criticism  which 
certain  aspects  of  recent  Exhibitions  have  received.  The  subject  has 
been  discussed  internally  to  ascertain  whether  constructive  opinion  might 
be  developed  for  use  by  the  Board’s  official  representatives  to  the 
Exhibition  Association.  In  February  the  Exhibition’s  Directors  re¬ 
quested  the  Board  to  investigate  and  report  on  the  entire  operating 
policy  of  the  CNE,  but  this  request  was  declined  on  the  grounds  that  the 
Board,  as  essentially  a  business  organization,  was  not  competent  to  deal 
with  some  of  the  highly  specialized  fields  of  the  Exhibition’s  operation. 
The  Board  hence  recommended  the  appointment  of  a  separate  and 
qualified  investigating  body,  signifying  its  willingness  to  afford  such  a 
body  every  possible  assistance. 


on  some  matters  its  voice  has 
been  heard  around  the  world. 

Since  its  inception  the  Board 
of  Trade  has  been  singularly 
fortunate  in  the  calibre  of 
its  leadership  in  Council 
personnel,  as  well  as  in  its 
officers  of  committees  and 
trade  branches.  They  have 
given  freely  of  their  time  and 
talents  in  the  public  interest. 

Many  institutions,  buildings 
and  associations  in  Toronto 
owe  their  genesis  to  the 
foresighted  planning  of  the 
Board  of  Trade.  The  Toronto 
Harbour,  Viaduct,  Airport 
and  Air  Harbour,  Water¬ 
works  and  Sewage  Disposal 
System  were  given  impetus 
by  the  Boards  leadership. 
Technical  Education,  Smoke 
Abatement,  Traffic  Control, 
Surveys  of  Civic  Finances, 
Opposition  to  Increased 
Taxation,  Attraction  of  New 
Industries  to  Toronto,  as  well 
as  City  Planning  and  Zoning 
-  all  are  types  of  activities 
in  which  the  Board  has 
rendered  distinguished 
service  to  this  city. 

Today  the  Board  of  Trade 
of  Metropolitan  Toronto  is 
geared  to  a  modern  tempo 
in  conceiving  plans,  furthering 
projects  and  opposing 
inequitable  measures  —  in  the 
public  interest.  Co-operation 
is  given  by  the  Board  to 
administrators  of  the  City  and 
Metro  toward  the  attainment 
of  worthy  objectives. 


Activities  of  the  Board  pertaining  to 


The  Metropolitan  Toronto 
Board  of  Trade  has  been 
closely  identified  with  the 
kaleidoscopic  development  of 
Ontario  during  the  past  116 
years. 

Even  within  ten  years  of  its 
founding  the  Board  had  made 
studies  and  strong  recom¬ 
mendations  to  the  provincial 
government  for  the  extension 
of  railways  into  central  and 
southwestern  Ontario,  the 
reduction  of  existing  freight 
rates,  the  establishment  of 
commodity  inspection 
standards  and  more  uniform 
fire  insurance  coverage. 
Tenaciously  holding  its 
ground  on  these  and  other 
issues,  the  Board  submitted 
its  proposal  to  the  Ontario 
government  with  clarity, 
authority  and  noteworthy 
prescience. 

The  Board's  representations 
frequently  have  been  fully 
implemented  by  the  provincial 
government  because  they 
were  sound  proposals,  formed 
out  of  intimate  knowledge  of 
business  needs.  Always  the 
recommendations  were  based 
upon  careful  analysis,  and 
framed  by  competent 
personnel.  The  voice  of  the 
Board  has  been  regarded  by 
provincial  authorities  as  the 
Voice  of  Business. 


ONTARIO  BUDGET  BRIEF 


The  Board’s  1960  Ontario  Budget  Brief  contained  the  following 
proposals:— 


Ontario  Corporations  Tax  Act: 

(1)  That  consideration  be  given  to  removing  the  2%  tax  on 
corporate  profits  in  excess  of  the  credit  allowable  against 
Federal  Tax. 

(2)  The  right  to  re-assess  should  be  limited  to  four  years  from 
the  date  of  the  original  provincial  assessment. 

(3)  Owing  to  the  small  revenue  yield,  in  relation  to  the  problem 
of  returns,  from  the  capital  and  place  of  business  taxes, 
the  repeal  of  these  taxes  was  recommended. 

(4)  The  combined  effect  of  interest  and  penalty  interest  on 
deficient  tax  payment  is  too  severe  and  should  be 
terminated. 


Gasoline  Fax  Act : 

Rebate  of  the  2c  per  gallon  portion  of  the  gasoline  tax  has  been 
urged  respecting  certain  equipment  not  used  on  the  public  highway, 
which  is  not  presently  eligible  for  refund  of  this  portion  of  the  tax. 


Succession  Duty  Act: 

Review  of  the  Ontario  Succession  Duty  Act  in  relation  to  the  Federal 
Estate  Tax  Act  has  been  proposed.  The  Board  would  prefer  with¬ 
drawal  of  the  Province  from  the  succession  duty  field.  Alternatively, 
if  the  Province  continues  in  this  field,  the  Board  has  urged  that  the 
Ontario  Act  be  co-ordinated  to  a  greater  extent  with  the  Federal  Act, 
in  particular  respecting  assessment  and  determination  of  tax. 


Hospital  Tax  Act: 

The  Board  recommended  that  the  present  exemption  from  tax 
under  the  Hospital  Fax  Act  of  admissions  up  to  25c  be  increased  to 
admissions  up  to  and  including  75c,  having  particular  regard  to  the  effect 
of  this  tax  on  motion  picture  theatre  owners. 


LABOUR  RELATIONS  ACT  AMENDMENTS 

The  Board  commented  on  sections  of  this  year’s  Labour  Relations 
Act  amendments,  which  provided  for  the  enforcement  of  awards  of 
arbitrators  in  collective  agreement  disputes  and  certain  decisions  of  the 
Ontario  Labour  Relations  Board  by  filing  the  awards  and  decisions, 
exclusive  of  the  reasons  theretor,  in  the  Supreme  Court  whereupon  they 
became  enforceable  as  a  judgment  or  order  of  that  Court.  The  Board 
suggested  that  the  amendments  should  take  the  form  of  providing  for  an 
application  to  the  Court. 

Other  representations  were  (1)  that  in  view  of  increased  powers 
conferred  on  arbitrators,  the  Ontario  Arbitration  Act  should  be  made 
applicable  to  arbitrations  under  collective  agreements;  (2)  for  clarifica¬ 
tion  of  provisions  (a)  guaranteeing  freedom  of  expression  to  employers, 
(b)  relating  to  strike  votes  being  secret,  and  (c)  conduct  that  might  be 
followed  by  an  illegal  act;  (3)  that  enquiries  by  field  officers  remain 
under  the  Minister  and  (4)  that  provisions  relating  to  jurisdictional 
disputes  be  confined  to  the  construction  trades. 


ONTARIO 


UNIFORM  PROCEDURES  FOR  COMPENSATION  FOR 
FORCEFUL  TAKING  OR  INJURIOUS  AFFECTION  OF  LANDS 

The  Attorney-General  tor  Ontario  introduced  a  Bill  for  the  above- 
noted  purposes  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature;  it  was  printed  and 
then  stood  over  to  the  next  session  to  enable  study  and  comment.  The 
Bill  will  be  studied. 

THE  BULK  SALES  ACT 

The  Board,  in  conjunction  with  other  interested  groups,  was 
instrumental  in  bringing  about  revision  of  the  Bulk  Sales  Act  last  year. 
T  his  year  support  was  given  to  amendments  designed  to  improve  the 
operation  of  this  legislation. 

MECHANICS’  LIENS 

Difficulty  has  developed  in  arranging  credit  financing  on  the  security 
of  payments  under  building  construction  contracts  and  in  the  completion 
of  buildings,  when  mechanics’  liens  are  registered.  The  Board  has 
contacted  other  interested  business  organizations  to  ascertain  their 
interest  in  the  matter  and  whether  they  would  name  representatives  to 
a  joint  committee. 

MENTAL  HOSPITAL  AMENDMENTS 

The  Board  opposed  an  amendment  to  the  Mental  Hospitals  Act 
under  which,  upon  the  Public  Trustee  becoming  committee,  every  power 
of  attorney  of  the  person  for  whom  he  is  committee  is  made  void.  It 
was  suggested  that  a  more  suitable  form  for  the  provision  would  be  that 
no  person  could  act  under  a  power  of  attorney,  after  he  has  notice  that  the 
Public  Trustee  is  committee,  subject  to  a  right  of  appeal  to  a  Judge. 

NEW  ONTARIO  BILL  OF  LADING  REGULATIONS 

The  Board  was  actively  associated  with  the  Ontario  Department 
of  Transport  and  other  shippers’  organizations  in  drafting  new  bill  ot 
lading  regulations  to  govern  the  carriage  of  goods  in  Ontario  by  motor 
highway  carriers.  The  new  regulations  were  approved  by  the  Provincial 
Government  early  this  year  and  became  effective  February  12,  1960. 
Principal  changes  in  the  new  regulations  are  an  increase  in  the  valuation 
clause  from  80  cents  to  $1.50  per  pound  and  an  extension  in  the  time  lor 
filing  claims  from  sixty  days  to  ninety  days. 

ONTARIO  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE 

The  Board  was  largely  successful  in  bringing  about  adoption  by  the 
Ontario  Chamber  of  Commerce  at  its  1959  Annual  Meeting  of  those 
policy  declarations  and  resolutions  in  which  the  Board  was  principally 
interested. 

The  Chamber  adopted  policy  statements  and  resolutions,  either 
the  same  as,  or  to  substantially  the  same  effect  as,  this  Board’s  policies 
respecting  the  Ontario  Corporations  Tax  Act,  The  Succession  Duty  Act 
and  The  Estate  Tax  Act  and  The  Gasoline  Tax  Act. 

In  the  labour  relations  field,  the  Chamber  adopted  the  Board’s 
views  in  favour  of  appeals  on  the  merits  from  decisions  of  Labour 
Relations  Boards  and  awards  ot  arbitration  boards  sitting  on  disputes 
under  collective  agreements  and  recognized  the  important  role  played 
by  judges  as  chairmen  of  conciliation  boards. 

Finally,  the  Chamber  adopted  unanimously  the  view  that  the 
Welland  Ship  Canal  should  be  toll  free  in  the  economic  interests  of  the 
Province. 

The  Board  has  submitted,  for  consideration  at  the  (  hamber’s  1660 
Annual  Meeting,  resolutions  on  the  Succession  Duty  Act  and  the  Gasoline 
Fax  Act  in  the  same  terms  as  its  representations  on  these  matters  in  its 
1960  Ontario  Budget  Brief. 


The  Board  of  Trade  played  a 
major  part  in  bringing  about 
the  creation  of  the  Hydro- 
Electric  Power  Commission 
of  Ontario,  established  in 
1908,  and  subsequently 
providing  power  for  industrial 
and  domestic  purposes  at  low 
cost. 


The  Board’s  name  is  closely 
linked  with  the  creation  and 
adoption  of  much  legislation 
in  this  province  applying  to 
trade  and  commerce.  In  the 
forming  of  such  Acts  as  these 
the  Board  played  an  important 
part:  The  Bulk  Sales  Act, 
Minimum  Wage  Act  for  Males, 
and  Compensation  Act, 
Ontario  Companies  Act, 
Ontario  Insurance  Act, 
Ontario  Labour  Relations  Act, 
and  others. 


The  Board’s  interest  in  the 
potentialities  of  Northern 
Ontario’s  economic  develop¬ 
ment  dates  back  before  the 
turn  of  the  century.  The 
influence  of  the  Board  with 
the  provincial  government 
brought  benefits  in  many 
instances  to  grateful  citizens 
of  the  North. 


Today  the  Board  is  concerned 
with  new  provincial  problems 
as  well  as  some  recurring 
phases  of  perennial  issues. 
Having  already  made  studies 
in  matters  such  as  national 
and  international  trade,  and 
the  development  of  energy 
resources,  the  Board  looks 
to  future  horizons  of 
opportunity  for  business 
expansion  in  this  province. 


Activities  of  the  Board  pertaining  to 


A  great  many  of  the  broad 
problems,  significant  in 
Toronto’s  development  during 
the  past  century,  were  under 
the  administrative  control  of 
the  Federal  Government.  And 
it  may  appear  unusual  that  a 
comparatively  small  organiza¬ 
tion  in  a  Canadian  city  could 
achieve  so  many  affirmative 
decisions  on  submissions  to 
that  government.  Not  always 
did  these  pertain  to  Toronto 
alone.  Frequently  they  had  a 
bearing  upon  conditions 
affecting  the  Province  of 
Ontario  and  the  entire 
Dominion. 

Even  before  the  present 
century  the  Toronto  Board  had 
won  distinction  as  the  first 
public  body  to  advocate 
Preferential  Trade  within  the 
British  Empire.  Inequitable 
federal  taxation  and  the  im¬ 
position  of  differential  tariff 
duties  between  Canada  and 
the  United  States  were 
vigorously  opposed.  To  these 
big  subjects  the  Board  of 
Trade  devoted  close  study. 
Its  submissions  to  the  govern¬ 
ment  were  sometimes  placed 
in  the  hands  of  a  determined 
delegation.  Always  the 
proposals  were  seriously 
considered,  and  frequently 
they  were  implemented  by 
Ottawa. 


FEDERAL  BUDGETS 

Federal  Budget  Resolutions,  1959 

The  Board  urged  that  hospital  expenses  continue  to  be  part  of  the 
medical  expenses  deductible  in  computing  taxable  income. 

Federal  Budget  Brief,  1960 

In  the  Board’s  Federal  Budget  Brief,  1960,  the  following  tax 
proposals  were  made: 

Federal -Provincial  Conference 

That  a  Federal-Provincial  Conference  be  held  to  devise  arrangements 
under  which  no  province  will  tax  income  and  profits,  or,  alternatively, 
uniformity  in  the  rules  for  determination  of  income  and  allocation  of 
profits  in  the  taxing  provinces  which  could  develop  into  uniformity  of 
forms  and,  ultimately,  of  audit  and  assessments. 

Income  Tax  Act 

1 .  That  the  growing  divergence  between  business  income  and  taxable 
income  be  reduced  to  ensure  that  standard  business  expenses  are  allowed 
either  as  a  capital  cost  allowance  or  an  expense. 

2.  That  the  rule  of  consistency  in  the  use  of  methods  for  computing 
income  for  taxation  be  observed  and  an  appropriate  provision  therefor 
be  restored  to  the  Act. 

3.  That  capital  cost  allowance  deductions  and  inventory  accounting 
be  referred  to  a  committee  for  public  enquiry  and  formulation  of  recom¬ 
mendations  to  take  into  consideration  the  effect  of  inflation. 

4.  That  the  Department  return  to  its  former  practice  of  first 
acknowledging  receipt  of  income  tax  returns,  and  subsequently  issuing 
an  assessment  notice. 

5.  That  when  an  assessment  is  made  more  than  one  year  after  tax 
is  due,  limits  be  placed  on  the  interest  chargeable  on  any  additional  tax. 

6.  That  nil  assessments  be  constituted  appealable  assessments  or, 
that,  alternatively,  the  Department  make  nil  assessments  in  the  form  of 
statements  of  loss  binding  on  it. 

7.  That  close  attention  be  given  to  income  tax  provisions  relating 
to  development  of  oil  and  natural  gas  resources  respecting  the  relative 
advantages  of  competing  United  States  taxpayers. 

8.  The  Board  restated  its  views  on  hospital  expenses,  as  set  out 
above  under  the  1959  Federal  Budget  Resolutions. 

9.  That  there  should  be  simplification  of  procedure  and  greater 
liberality  under  the  Canada-United  States  Tax  Agreement  when  residents 
of  either  country'  make  contributions  to  a  charitable  organization  in  the 
other  country. 

Estate  Tax  Act 

1.  That  Estate  Tax  be  withheld  from,  and  remitted  at  the  time  of, 
each  periodic  payment  of  income  interest  throughout  the  period  of 
receipt. 

2.  That  there  be  recognition  of  a  valuation  date,  optional  to 
valuation  as  of  the  date  of  the  death  of  the  deceased. 

UNEMPLOYMENT  INSURANCE  ACT 

The  Board  made  representations  to  the  Mouse  of  Commons  Labour 
Relations  Committee,  when  it  had  under  consideration  the  1959  amend¬ 
ments  to  the  Unemployment  Insurance  Act,  urging  that  the  Unemploy¬ 
ment  Insurance  Fund  be  placed  on  a  sound  actuarial  basis.  A  study 
by  an  independent  body  was  proposed.  Segregation  of  regular  seasonal 
unemployment  from  unexpected  unemployment  and  making  special 
financial  provision  for  the  former  will  be  involved. 


CANADA 


DOMINION  COMPANIES  ACT 

Representations  respecting  revision  oi  the  Dominion  Companies  Act 
were  submitted  to  the  Federal-Provincial  Committee  on  Uniformity  of 
Company  Law.  The  Board  proposed  that  the  accounts,  audits  and 
returns  sections  in  the  Draft  Uniform  Companies  Act  be  adopted  in  the 
Dominion  legislation.  It  was  suggested  also  that  the  Federal  legislation 
respecting  prospectuses  be  limited  to  requiring  filing  a  copy  thereof  with 
the  Secretary  of  State  and  that  prospectuses  be  regulated  under  provincial 
corporate  securities  and  information  legislation. 

GREAT  LAKES  WATERWAYS 
DEVELOPMENT  ASSOCIATION 

The  Great  Lakes  Waterways  Development  Association,  of  which 
the  Board  is  a  member,  has  been  established  to  encourage  economic 
development  through  low-cost  transportation  on  the  St.  Lawrence 
Seaway  and  throughout  the  Great  Lakes.  The  Board  was  represented 
on  a  delegation  which  the  Association  organized  and  led  to  discuss 
removing  tolls  from  the  Welland  Canal  with  the  Minister  of  Transport. 

REPORT  OF  ROYAL  COMMISSION  ON 
INDUSTRIAL  DESIGNS 

The  Board  was  pleased  to  note  that  the  Royal  Commission  on 
Industrial  Designs  recommended  implementation  of  two  submissions 
made  by  this  Board.  One  was  that  Canada  needs  legislation  to  provide 
for  registration  of  Industrial  Designs;  the  other  was  that  registration 
should  be  possible,  not  only  in  the  case  of  ornamentation,  but  also 
respecting  features  of  shape,  configuration  or  pattern  which  are  judged 
by  the  eye,  but  not  if  they  are  in  consideration  of  function. 

EXCHEQUER  COURT  SITTINGS  IN  TORONTO 

The  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada  has  experienced  difficulty  in 
arranging  for  appropriate  Court  Room  facilities  for  sittings  in  Toronto 
on  patent,  trade  mark  and  copyright  cases.  The  Board  is  making 
enquiries  to  ascertain  whether  there  are  facilities  which  can  be  made 
available. 

COMBINES  AMENDMENT  LEGISLATION 

The  Board  has  supported  the  submission  made  by  the  Canadian 
Chamber  of  Commerce  to  the  Minister  of  Justice  on  the  combines 
amending  legislation  currently  under  consideration.  The  Board  specially 
urged  removal  of  provisions  which  would  preclude  a  firm  from  expanding 
by  the  purchase  of  an  existing  business  and  which  would  impose  on  mer¬ 
gers  the  unrealistic  requirement  of  passing  on  to  the  public  all  economies. 

ROYAL  COMMISSION  ON  TRANSPORTATION 

The  Board  presented  a  submission  to  the  Royal  Commission  on 
Transportation  in  which  it  urged  greater  flexibility  in  the  freight  rate 
structure,  preservation  ol  the  basic  principles  underlying  the  present 
system  of  rates  and  services  and  more  competitive  freedom  for  rail 
carriers.  The  Board  expressed  the  view,  as  to  statutory  rates,  that 
when  it  is  necessary  to  grant  aid  under  such  rates  a  national  policy 
thereon  be  established  and  grants  thereunder  charged  to  the  consolidated 
revenue  fund. 

CANADIAN  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE 

The  Board  has  continued  to  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the 
Canadian  Chamber  of  Commerce.  It  sponsored  the  broadcast  over 
various  Toronto  stations  of  the  Chamber’s  Radio  Series  I  Speak  lor 
Freedom”.  The  Chamber,  at  its  last  annual  meeting,  adopted  resolutions 
submitted  by  the  Board  on  unemployment  insurance  and  instalment 
payment  of  estate  tax. 


Sometimes  the  Boards 
strenuous  efforts  to  attain 
objectives  were  rewarded 
only  after  years  of  endeavour. 
This  was  the  case  with  the 
waterfront  viaduct  which  sub- 
sequently  replaced  the 
dangerous  level  crossings.  The 
Federal  Government  and  the 
railways  were  importuned  by 
the  Board  for  twenty  years 
before  the  viaduct  became  a 
reality. 

On  a  number  of  occasions 
the  Board  gave  valuable 
assistance  to  the  Federal 
Government  in  framing  legis¬ 
lation  pertaining  to  Corpora¬ 
tion  and  Individual  Income 
Taxation.  It  recommended  the 
abrogation  of  certain  retro¬ 
active  tax  provisions,  the 
simplification  and  facilitation 
of  taxing  procedure,  and 
consistently  opposed  double 
taxation  by  the  Federal  and 
Provincial  Governments.  In 
the  forming  of  The  Bankruptcy 
Act,  and  Companies  Creditors' 
Arrangement  Act,  the  Board 
also  played  an  important  part. 

The  development  of  inter¬ 
provincial  and  international 
trade  has  been  a  subject  of 
continual  study.  To  facilitate 
this  trade  much  attention  has 
been  given  to  the  improvement 
of  the  Welland  and  St. 
Lawrence  Canals.  The 
deepening  of  the  early 
Welland  Canals  was  success¬ 
fully  urged  upon  the  govern¬ 
ment  by  the  Toronto  Board  of 
Trade. 

Always  there  has  been  strong 
faith  in  Canada  as  a  nation  of 
destiny.  The  Board  concurs 
in  the  view  of  Sir  Winston 
Churchill:  “Upon  the  whole 
surface  of  the  globe,  there 
is  no  more  spacious  and 
splendid  domain  than  Canada 
open  to  the  activity  and 
genius  of  free  men.

It  holds 
membership  in  the  Ontario  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
the  Canadian  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Federation 
of  Commonwealth  Chambers  of  Commerce  and  the 
Canadian  Council  of  the  International  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  in  the  Canadian  Chamber  of  Commerce 
of  Great  Britain  and  the  Great  Lakes  Waterways 
Development  Association.  A  number  of  member¬ 
ships  in  specialized  business  and  professional  organ¬ 
izations  are  held  by  the  individual  senior  staff 
members,  and  a  variety  of  services  are  subscribed  to 
as  a  means  of  ensuring  the  availability  of  up-to-date 
information  over  a  broad  field. 

The  Board  appoints  official  representatives  on  the 
Boards  of  Directors  of  the  Metropolitan  'Toronto 
Industrial  Commission  and  the  Ontario  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  and  to  the  Canadian  National  Exhibition 
Association,  the  Toronto  Employment  Committee 
of  the  Unemployment  Insurance  Commission,  the 
Advisory  Vocational  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  the  Maurice  Cody  Research  Fellowships 
and  Scholarships  Committee,  the  Ontario  Safety 
League,  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Traffic  Conference 
and  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Traffic  Safety  Council. 

One  of  the  1  oronto  Board  of  Harbour  Commis¬ 
sioners  is  appointed  by  the  Federal  Department  of 
Transport  on  the  Board’s  nomination,  and  responsi¬ 


bility  is  assumed  for  the  personnel  of  the  Eastern 
Committee  on  Grain  Standards  and  the  Grain  Appeal 
Tribunal. 

In  addition  to  such  formal  appointments,  specially 
qualified  members  of  the  Board  and  its  staff  act 
frequently  in  an  advisory  or  consultative  capacity  to 
civic,  industrial,  commercial  and  social  bodies,  and 
in  some  instances  secretarial  and  administrative 
services  are  furnished  to  organizations  with  which 
the  Board  collaborates  in  the  performance  of  various 
special  functions. 

While  the  Board  is  completely  independent,  it 
maintains  contact  with  other  Boards  of  Trade  and 
Chambers  of  Commerce  throughout  Canada  and  in 
the  principal  cities  of  the  LTnited  Kingdom  and  the 
United  States.  Information  and  opinion  is  exchanged 
with  these  and  similar  bodies  in  matters  of  common 
interest,  and  individual  members  of  the  Toronto 
Board  are  also  frequently  assisted  in  communicating 
with  them  for  their  private  business  purposes. 

Many  sources  of  information,  both  public  and 
private,  are  readily  available  to  the  Board,  in  addition 
to  its  own  file,  reference  and  directory  material,  for 
the  compilation  of  data  required  in  its  own  studies 
or  to  answer  the  innumerable  enquiries  on  every 
conceivable  subject  which  reach  the  Board  from  its 
members  and  others.

CLUB  FACILITIES  OF  BOARD  WELL  UTILIZED 


Patronage  of  the  commodious  club 
facilities  in  the  Board’s  quarters  by 
members  and  guests  during  the  past 
year  has  been  gratifying.  During 
this  period  166,709  meals  were  served, 
as  compared  with  158,319  luncheons, 
dinners  and  snacks  in  1958-59,  re¬ 
presenting  a  5.3%  increase  in  the  use 
of  the  food  services.  The  fellowship 
table  in  the  Dining  Room  tor  luncheon 
each  day  continues  to  be  popular, 
and  is  particularly  enjoyed  by  those 
who  come  for  lunch  alone. 

The  capacity  of  the  dining  facilities 
is  proving  adequate  with  the  peak  in 
attendance  occurring  between  1.00 
and  1.15  p.m.  each  day.  The  dining 
room  and  cafeteria  seat  300  and  108 
respectively,  while  attendance  is 
averaging  254  and  191  respectively 


in  those  rooms.  Some  pressure  is 
experienced  on  occasion  in  the 
lounges,  but  this  can  be  met  by 
members  taking  bar  service  in  the 
large  dining  room  when  this  occurs. 

Members  continued  to  make 
extensive  use  of  the  Board’s  banquet, 
reception  and  conference  room 
facilities  for  their  private  meetings 
and  functions,  utilizing  the  facilities 
such  as  conference  rooms  and  dining 
rooms  on  the  average  about  ten  per 
cent  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 
During  the  year  there  were  801  Board 
of  Trade  meetings  and  1,728  private 
meetings  in  the  premises,  making  a 
total  of  2,529  meetings.  In  the  ten 
active  months  there  is  an  average  of 
eleven  meetings  in  the  premises  each 
day.

Their  facilities,  which  include  bar  and 
luncheon  services,  have  met  with  such  popularity  that  it  has  been 
necessary  to  accommodate  the  overflow  in  their  adjacent  Exchange 
Hall.  This  situation  is  temporary,  however,  as  the  Montreal 
Board  expects  that  their  new  addition  to  the  club,  seating  125 
persons,  will  be  available  in  the  early  Fall. 

Toronto  Board  members  visiting  Montreal  should  identify 
themselves  with  the  Club  Manager  of  the  Montreal  Board  upon 
their  first  visit  to  that  city.  Upon  the  initial  and  subsequent 
visits,  our  members  are  kindly  asked  to  print  “Toronto”  above 
their  Toronto  account  number  when  signing  chits.
